Dunn  has  been  hospitalized  by 
complications  that  set  in  after  a 
foot  injury.  Doctors  reported 
that  his  playing  against  Wyo- 
ming is  questionable. 

Others  reportedly  injured  are 
fullbacks  Shirley  Christensen, 
Roy  Tidwell,  and  Frew  W it  ting - 
ham.  All.  three  tip  the  scales  at 
close  to  200  pounds. 

“ALL-AMERICAN  halfback 
Cary  Beckstead  has  been  shifted 
to  fullback,”  said  Tolbert.  “Our 
only  other  fullback,  Ed  Young, 
is  hunting  from  a shoulder  in- 
jury.” 

Guards  Richard  Dunn,  192, 
and  David  Barrus,  215,  are  on 
the  injured  list  as  are  240-pound 
tackle  Kent  Horne  and  205- 
pound  end  Clark  Stringbam.
